W ashin gton , Ju n e 12 ( JP) — 
The p residen tial n omin ees of the 
two m ajor p arties may be fairly 
well decided before the roll call 
of states starts in the 1940 con ­ 
v en tion s. 
T hat has been the case in fiv e 
of the last six n ation al, con v en ­ 
tion s. The stage was fairly well 
set for the n om in ation of Alf M. 
Lan don at Clev elan d in 1936 be­ 
fore the con v en tion got goin g. 
Presiden t Roosev elt’s ren om in a­ 
tion by the Democrats in th a t 
y ear was a foregon e con clu sion . 
No dou bt ex isted th a t Herbert 
Hoov er wou ld be ren om in ated at 
Chicago in 1932. An d both Hoov ­ 
er an d Alfred E. Sm ith had 
en ou gh delegates rop ed to as­ 
su re a first ballot n om in ation at 
Kan sas City an d Hou ston in 1928 . 
On ly Fran klin D. Roosev elt of 
all the n omin ees in the last three 
camp aign s had 
a 
con v en tion 
fight for the n omin ation . T hat 
1932 fight died when John Nan ce 
G arn er gav e him the v otes of 
the Tex as an d Californ ia delega­ 
tion s on the fou rth ballot, an d 
took the v ice p residen tial n om ­ 
in ation . 
Sin ce 
the 
lon g 
democratic 
con v en tion fight in 1924, the 
grou n dwork for the n om in ation s 
has been laid in the p re-con v en ­ 
tion man eu v erin gs for delegates. 
By the time the horn s begin to 
blow arou n d state stan dards in 
con v en tion , 
the 
n om in ation s 
u su ally hav e been p retty well p u t 
in the bag. 
The same thin g may easily 
hap p en in 1948 . T hat is on e of 
the big reason s why talk is ru n ­ 
n in g so far ahead of the con ­ 
v en tion s. Emissaries of the men 
bitten by the p residen tial bu g are 
siftin g throu gh the states, m ak­ 
in g con tacts with p arty officials, 
lay in g p lan s for the fu tu re. State 
p olitician s are v isitin g p rosp ect­ 
iv e can didates, sou n din g them 
ou t, sizin g them u p , p romisin g 
su p p ort. 
In m an y cases, these p oliti­ 
cian s can sp eak with a fair de­ 
gree of au thority . 
Up ward of 
2,100 delegates are to be chosen 
by the 48 states, the District of 
Colu mbia an d Un ited States p os­ 
session s n ex t sp rin g. Elev en hu n ­ 
dred of these will go to the n ex t 
Democratic con v en tion . A few 
more th an 1,000 will go to the Re­ 
p u blican meetin g. Some will be 
p ledged to on e can didate, some 
to an other. Some will be hold­ 
in g themselv es ready to climb on 
the most p romisin g ban d wagon 
th a t comes by . 
The Democratic delegates are 
ap p ortion ed amon g the states on 
a flat ratio of two for each sen ­ 
ator an d rep resen tativ e. Alaska, 
the District of Colu mbia, Hawaii, 
the Philip p in e Islan d, Pu erto 
Rico an d the Can al Zon e are al­ 
lotted six delegates. The Virgin 
Islan ds hav e two delegates.

MOMENTOUS TERM 
Ano th er term o f th e Su preme Co u rt o f th e 
United States h as co me to a clo se and v ario u s 
elements co ntribu ted to make it h igh ly mo ­ 
mento u s. It was m arked by th e accessio n to 
th e bench o f two mo re Ro o sev elt appo intees — 
Felix Frankfu rter and William O. Do u glas — 
making fo u r th a t th e President h as been enabled 
to nam e th ro u gh th ree retirem ents and o ne 
death since h is fu tile and ill-adv ised attem pt at 
“packing.” 
In th e nu m ber o f leading cases decided and in 
th e impo rtance o f principles o f law enu nciated, 
th e term was o u tstanding. Wh ere in th e prev io u s 
term th e adm inistratio n wo n in ev ery m ajo r 
New Deal case, th e 19 38 -39 reco rd was no t qu ite 
as o ne-sided. Bu t in u ph o lding th e agricu ltu ral 
adju stm ent act o f 1938 , th e to bacco inspectio n 
act, th e alco h o l adm inistratio n act, th e natio nal 
labo r relatio ns act as related to intrastate activ ­ 
ities th e railway labo r act as amended in 1934, 
th e agricu ltu ral m arketing agreem ent inclu ding 
price-fix ing as applied to milk, th e TVA and in 
su staining v alidity o f v ario u s adm inistrativ e o r­ 
ders, th e Co u rt registered th e permanency o f its 
“new liberalism.” 
Th e mo st no table trend by th e Co u rt u nder 
th e present perso nnel was reflected in th e dispo ­ 
sitio n to re-ex am ine and discard principles and 
do ctrines th at h ad beco me fairly imbedded in th e 
law. Th is trend was first m anifest in th e 19 35-36 
term, bu t th e pace was qu ickened th is term and 
in no co mparable perio d o f recent y ears h as re­ 
pu diatio n o btained to th e same ex tent. 
Disregard o f establish ed precedent was co n­ 
spicu o u s in finding v alid state tax atio n o f salaries 
receiv ed by Federal emplo y es. Th is, with o th er 
recent ru lings, all bu t nu llified th e do ctrine o f 
implied immu nity o f instru m entalities o f o ne 
go v ernment fro m tax atio n by ano th er u nder o u r 
du al sy stem. To do it th e Co u rt h ad ex pressly to 
o v erru le two decisio ns th at h ad sto o d fo r y ears. 
Ex planatio n o f th e recent flo o d o f co ncu rring in­ 
div idu al and gro u p o pinio ns may be fo u nd in th e 
statem ent made by Ju stice Frankfu rter in th e 
tax case in qu estio n: 
“Th e v o lu me o f th e Co u rt’s bu siness h as since 
lo ng made impo ssible th e early h ealth y practice 
wh ereby th e Ju stices gav e ex pressio n to indi- 


v idu al o pinio ns. Bu t th e o ld traditio n still h as 
rev elance wh en an im po rtant sh ift in co nstitu ­ 
tio nal do ctrine is anno u nced after a reco nstru c­ 
tio n in th e membersh ip o f th e Co u rt. Su ch sh ifts 
o f o pinio n sh o u ld no t deriv e fro m mere priv ate 
ju dgm ent. Th ey m u st be du ly m indfu l o f th e 
necessary dem ands o f co ntinu ity in civ ilized so ­ 
ciety . A rev ersal o f a lo ng cu rrent o f decisio ns 
can.be ju stified o nly if ro o ted in th e Co nstitu tio n 
itself as an h isto ric do cu ment designed fo r a 
dev elo ping natio n.” 
By th a t declaratio n Ju stice Frankfu rter plain­ 
ly so u gh t to giv e assu rance th at in setting u p new 
principles and new legal co ncepts in th e a t­ 
tem pt to adapt th e law to present po litical co n­ 
ditio ns, th e Co u rt was fu lly co nscio u s o f its re­ 
spo nsibility fo r preserv atio n o f o u r demo cratic 
ideals. He su ccinctly defined th e ju dicial y ard­ 
stick o f interpretatio n wh en h e said th a t “th e 
to u ch sto ne o f co nstitu tio nality is th e Co nstitu ­ 
tio n itself and no t w h at we h av e said abo u t it.”

T h at’s ju st it. Wh en peo ple ask w h at so meth ing 
is go o d fo r th ey are su spicio u s and skeptical and 
it’s a fo rego ne co nclu sio n th a t to co nv ert th em 
will entail a lo ng and ardu o u s cam paign o f edu ­ 
catio n.

atio n o f bo th th e co lo nist and 
th e English wo rkman, th e m er­ 
ch ants and m anu factu rers 
o f 
England grew immensely rich , 
wh ile th e po o r grew still po o rer. 
And th e po o r co u ld no t escape 
by go ing back to th e land, fo r th e- 
English sh ips were bringing in 
fo o d at prices with wh ich th e 
English farm ers co u ld no t co m­ 
pete. 
England led th e rest o f th e 
wo rld in fo reign trade fo r many 
y ears and th ro u gh it became th e 
rich est natio n in th e wo rld. Th en 
came co mpetitio n, particu larly 
fro m Germany .

Th e Germans were better bu si­ 
nessmen th an th e English . Th ey 
were no t able to pay th eir wo rk­ 
men v ery mu ch less th an th e 
English paid, fo r th e 
English 
paid ju st eno u gh to keep th em 
fro m starv ing. Bu t th e Germans 
v io lated th e ru les o f co mmercial 
w arfare by emplo y ing scientists 
to inv ent new th ings to m anu ­ 
factu re—rand th eir engineers in­ 
v ented new way s o f m akih g th e 
o ld 
m erch andise 
faster 
and 
ch eaper th an th e o ld-fash io ned 
English m ach inery co u ld make 
th e same merch andise. 
Th e Germ an go v ernment fu r­ 
nish ed mo ney to h elp th eir m an­ 
u factu rers sell go o ds to fo reign­ 
ers—and giv e th o se fo reigners as 
m u ch as a y ear and a h alf in 
wh ich to pay . Th e go v ernment 
fu rno sh ed mo ney to h elp bu ild 
and o perate Germ an sh ips—at 
freigh t rates lo wer th an th e B rit­ 
ish co u ld meet. 
Th e Germans, as well as mo st 
o f th e o th er natio ns o f th e wo rld, 
ch arged impo rt tax es o n go o ds 
th at were im po rted into G er­ 
many . Th e rich men o f England 
to o k an early stand against im ­ 
po rt tax es, in th e v ain h o pe th at

Wh ile England and Germany 
were figh ting th eir mo re p r less

States. 
Du ring th e early day s o f th e 
United States th ere was v ery lit­ 
tle m anu factu ring—fo r th e B rit­ 
ish h ad o wned th e co u ntry u ntil 
v ery recently and th ey did no t 
enco u rage th eir co lo nies to go 
into th e m anu factu ring bu siness. 
Th e United States ex po rted co t­ 
to n and grain and fu rs—and im­ 
po rted m anu factu red go o ds. Bu t 
we ex po rted mqre th an we im ­ 
po rted and mo ney began to ac­ 


cu m u late in th e h ands o f th e 
rich . 
Small facto ries began to gro w 
into large facto ries, bu t it was 
impo ssible to pro du ce m anu fac­ 
tu red go o ds as ch eaply as th ey 
were pro du ced in England. Th e 
American wo rkman was a free 
man. He was a nativ e o f a land 
wh ere 
labo r 
was 
scarce—and 
land was plentifu l. If th e rich 
m an was no t willing to pay go o d 
wages th e po o r m an simply went 
a little farth er west and su p­ 
po rted h imself and h is family by 
farming.

h igh in America and fo r th is 
reaso n British go o ds were co m­ 
ing into th is co u ntry a t prices 
wh ich co u ld no t be met. Th ere­ 
fo re th e rich men wh o o wned 
th e American facto ries tu rned to 
th eir friends in Co ngress and in­ 
du ced Co ngress to pu t a tax o n

co u ld be so ld fo r less mo ney and 
still sh o w a go o d pro fit. 
Th e lo w price o f impo rted, 
go o ds also h ad ano th er v ital 
feet u po n American m anu factu r­ 
ing, fo r it was respo nsible fo r th e 
miracu lo u s dev elo pment o f th e 
inv entiv e geniu s o f th is natio n.

War th e United States was qu ite 
co ntent to let o th er natio ns 
qu arrel o v er fo reign trade 
in

six ty millio n im m igrants 
h ad 
co me acro ss th e seas to make 
th eir h o me in America—to settle 
o n th e farm s and to wo rk in th e 
mines and in th e facto ries. Th e 
co u ntry was gro wing faster th an 
h ad any o th er co u ntry in th e h is­ 
to ry o f th e wo rld. Railro ads were 
making new m arkets in ev ery 
co m er o f th e v ast land. Farm ­ 
ers were making a liv ing and th e 
rich men were gro wing still rich ­ 
er. Wh y bo th er with ex po rt o r­ 
ders th an h ad to be so ld so 
ch eaply and o n su ch lo ng terms? 
Th e 
American 
m anu factu rer 
wanted h is mo ney in th irty day s 
instead o f in th irty mo nth s. And 
American wages were still h igh er 
th an th o se paid fo r th e same 
wo rk in fo reign co u ntries, in 
spite o f th e fact th a t American 
m anu factu rers wo u ld h av e been 
o nly to o glad to pay lo wer wages. 
It is h u m an natu re to bu y labo r 
as ch eaply as po ssible. Bu t y o u 
canno t fo rce a free emplo y e to 
wo rk fo r less th an h e th inks h e is 
wo rth —so lo ng as h e can find 
so meth ing else to do . 
Th e American emplo y er did 
no t dare try to redu ce wages by 
h av ing th e pro tectiv e tariff re­ 
mo v ed—fo r 
fear th a t 
fo reign 
co mpetitio n wo u ld ru in h im be­ 
fo re h e co u ld get wages do wn 
and settle th e series o f strikes 
th a t wo u ld immediately fo llo w. 
In pro tecting h is o wn sales h e 
h as been fo rced to pro tect th e 
American wage-scale. 
Th e o nly time th a t th e Ameri­ 
can natio n ev er enjo y ed a really 
large and pro fitable v o lu me o f 
fo reign trade in m anu factu red 
go o ds o f all kinds was du ring 
and immediately after th e Wo rld 
War. In th o se h ectic day s price 
h ad no th ing to do with bu siness. 


Th e ex po rting co u ntries o f Eu ­ 
ro pe were o u t o f th e ex po rting 
bu siness—and America was al­ 
mo st th e o nly natio n th a t co u ld 
fill o rders. 
Apparently many o f u s th o u gh t 
th at th is fo reign trade h ad co me 
to stay —fo r we bu ilt eno u gh new 
facto ries to h andle th e m anu fac­ 
tu ring bu siness o f th e wo rld. And 
th is is o ne o f th e th ings th at is 
th e m atter with u s to day .

Hou se ap p rop riations committee 
asked congress today to add 
$29 2,695,547 to next year’s $58 ,- 
78 9 ,8 24 war dep artm ent ap p ro­ 
p riation bill to bu ild more arm y 
p lanes, 
exp and 
the 
Panam a 
canal garrison and p rovide “ed­ 
u cational orders” for p u rchase 
of war m aterials. 
It acted after a su bcommittee 
heard from M ajor G eneral Hen­ 
ry H. Arnold, chief of the arm y 
air corp s, th a t his corp s cu rrent 
exp ansion wou ld p rovide ade­ 
qu ate aerial defense for the 
United States, desp ite su p eriority 
of some Germ an warp lanes. 
All this cou ntry needs do, Ar­ 
nold testified, is to bu ild p u rsu it 
ship s which can fly faster th an 
any foreign bombers. And th a t 
is being done, he added. 
The committee sent to the 
Hou se for consideration, p roba­ 
bly next week, a measu re ap p ro­ 
p riating $14,250,000 for the edu ­ 
cational or samp le, orders, $27,- 
000,000 for Panam a and $251,- 
445,547 for 2,29 0 new p lanes and 
new hou sing facilities. 
The bill calls for 2,29 0 regu lar 


arm y p lanes and 177 for the Na­ 
tional Gu ard. These, p lu s serv­ 
iceable p lanes on hand or on 
order and p lu s 78 4 p lanes the 
regu lar war dep artm ent ap p ro­ 
p riation bill p rovides for, wou ld 
p rovide a total of 5,500 p lanes 
by Ju ly, 1941. 
The committee said the edu ca­ 
tional orders wou ld familiarize 
p rivate m anu factu rers with p ro­ 
du ction of m u nitions of war of
